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^Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To install a print system at a 
distance from a client user by enabling the print system to perform 
image processes such as scaling, rotation, movement half-tone dot 
and meshing, which are performed by the client user. 

SOLUTION: An electronic job ticket is programmed with 
instructions for processing a 1st electronic document and uses an 
emitter to convert the 1st electronic document into a 2nd electronic 
document described in the page description language, the 2nd 
electronic document is transferred to a printer through a network 
connection, and the printer interprets the 2nd electronic document 
and outputs the representation of the 2nd electronic document 
which is already interpreted so as to create the document that can 
be outputted. For the interpretation, the page description language 
representation of selected instructions of the 2nd electronic 
document, and image processing operation is performed as to the 
page description language representation of selected electronic 
pages. 
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
